nity at present for a farm hand, a 
tenant, rind the average farm boy 
to acquire a farm of his 'own, un- 
less it be at the expense of years 
of the hardest 
work 
imaginable, 


burdened with mortgages. 


The or.ly way to make farm work 


attractive for the farm hand and at 
the same time keep the country bred 
boys 0:1 the farm is by assuring 
thorn independent land ownership. 
This can be done by making land 
more accessible than it is at present. 
With land selling at from $150 to 
5250 an acre, with the high prices 
ot" equipment, and with the relative- 
ly sinnl! returns realized in farming 
as compared with other industries, 
it is no wonder that a man docs not 
care to work for a farmer year af- 
ter year, when land ownership looms 
only at a distance and when the best 
he cari expect after he buys a farm 
is years of hard work, combined with 
the necessity of paying off a he-avy 
mortgage. 


The division is of the opinion that 


it i* of vital importance to the state 
to ft*«p the farm boy and the ex- 
perienced farm hand on the farm 
and that this cannot be dor.e by any 
other means than by making land 
more accessible.

No. 1—Sbc large onions, one dox- 


en ears corn, one bunch celery, three 
green peppers, two red peppers (hot 
ones), three pints vinegar, two table- 
spoons dry mustard, two tablespoons 
salt, one pound sugar (brown), one 
teaspoon turmeric, one teacup horse- 
radish. Cut corn off cob. Boil first 
for fifteen minutes, then add the 
other ingredients, chopped fine. Boil 
until all is well done. Seal while 
hot. 


No. 2—One dozen ears corn, one 


medium sized head of cabbage, two 
green peppers, four red 
peppers, 


two cups sttg_ar, one-half cup salt, 
three pints''vinegar, one tablespoon 
celery seed, one. fourth 
cup 
dry 


mustard, six large onions. Boil corn 
ten minutes, then cut 
from cob. 


Put onions, peppers and cabbage 
through food chopper; mix together, 
bring to a boil and seal in hot steril- 
ized jars. 


No. 3—To twelve cups sweet corn 


•add twelve cups chopped cabbage, 
one cup chopped 
celery, one cup 


chopped onions. 
Boil all together 


in slightly salted water until tender, 
then drain, after which mix with a 
dressing prepared as fo_llows: 


To. s. cup sugar add one tablespoon 


each of mustard, salt turmeric and 
two tablespoons flour. Mix to a 
paste with a little cold vinegar. 


Two peppers sliced in rings can
